And likew ſe againſt the . unanimous proceedings and Declarations of 
the late Generall Aſſembly and the.r Commiſhoners: And whcreas God hath evidently manifeſted 
his diſpleaſure and wrath againſt their ſinfull wayes and proceedings, in oppreſſing the wel- affected 
S inthis Kingdom, invading the Kingdom of Enz /and, by Routing and Deteating their Army there : 
And now _ ot their Army have retuined to this Kingdom, and joyned with others their af- 
" { ſociars to diſturb the peice thereot: By which their proceedings and ations, the work of Refor- 
mation of Religion, hath been almoſt wholly overturned, the Libeitie of the Subject very neer 
deſtroyed , authority weakened, the Perſon of the King put in hazard , the union betwixt the Kingdoms endeavoured to be 
broken, occaſion of quarrell given to our neighbour Nation , and this Kingdom brought to ſo ſad and deplorable condition, 
as (ifthe Lord in mercy prevent not) Famine and deſolation is l;ke to be acded to all our troubles and milcrie< : Therefore to 
prevent theeminent dangers to Religion, and to the King, tor {ctling the peace of this greatly d.\tracted Kingdom. And to 
the end the affairs cf this Kingdom may not be managed by ſuch perlons, as the Kingdom of England do eſteem enemies for 
their concurrence in the late Engagement: The Committee of Eſt ites confiſting of ſuch perſons as were nominated to be on 
the Commiſhon of Parliament , and did dil- aſſent in Parliament from, and Proteſt againſt the late unlawfull Engagement. 
Do declare that they arc reſolved ro Actand direct in the publi affairs by vertue of the Authority of that nomination of the 
: Parliament, and their Legall Proteſtation in it : And that in ARing and DireRing , they reſolve to proceed with the advice 
and conſent of ſuch Members of the latc Parliament, as did concur with them in the (aid Proreſtation, and do now concur in 
nes in proſecuting of the ſame : As alſo with the advice and conſent of ſuch rwo Commiſhonets, and one Burgeſle as ſhall 
x entruſted teſpect vely, by the Shires and Burghs joynigg with us in Armes for the Covenant . and that they will not admit 
d eheir Counlells , or Committees, any perſons who have concurred in Armes, or Counlell tor the lxte unlawfull Engage- 
t, or who have ſublcribed the Bond, or ſworne, or ſubſcribedany Oath, or Declaration for prolecuting that Engagement, 
d turther that they will admit none who have been aiding , or ſhall be aiding or affiſting to, or abertinzg and agenting for 
theſe who arenow joyned in Armes with the Earl of- Cr apfoxd, Excl of Glencairn, Earl of Lanerk, Lord Sinclair, Lord Regiſter, 
ge Honro, and their adherents, nor gay [uch as have, or ſhall declare their judgement againſt this Caulc and our proceed- 
"nes in purſuance thereof : And we ordain theſe Preſents to be publiſhed : And alto ro be Printed that none pretend ignoranceg
